Expires Peacefully Surrounded
by Family il_ll_lica, N Y.

WAS UNGOSEIOUS FOR HOURS

Body Reposes In State in Utica Court-
house While 40,000 Persons Pass by.
President Greatly Shocked by Death,

James Schooleraft Sherman, vice
president of the United States, died
at hig home fn Utlea, N. ¥, at 9:42
p'clock Wednesday night,

The vice president, who had lapsed
into a state of coma, never rallied and
pusged from uneonsclousness to death,

Dr. F. H. Peck Issued this statement
toncerning the last moments of the
vice president:

“The vice president died without re
galning consciouaness. His end was
perfectly quiet. He dled In the pres
ence of his wife, her brother and
#ister, Lis two brothers and his three
gons and thelr wives. He had been
perfectly unconsclous since 7 o'clock
in the morning, when he had a period
of partinl consciousness for about
Afteen minutes, He died In an nraemie
ronin a8 the result of Bright's diseass
heart dlgense and arterio sclerosis.”

The body of the viee president was
borne fn solemn procession from his
late home In Genesee streot to the
Onelda county eourthouse and from 3
n'elock yntil 9 lay In state on a eata-
talgque in the routanda of the bullding.
Firty soldiers from the Utica nation-
al! guard acted as a military goard,
Duriag six™hours 40,000 persons passed
the bier for a last view of the features
of lhelr{ueighhnr. “Jim" Sherman.

Sketch of His Career.

James Schooleraft Shermian  was
born Cwet, 24, 18533, in Utics, N. Y. He
ittended publie schools of his native
tity and was graduated as a bachelor
of artg In 1878—the same wvear that
Preside Taft was gradvated from
Yale—from Hamilton college, at Clin-
ton, N. Y, near his home.

Following his graduation he studied
faw and wasz admitted to the bar in
1880.
In 1584 and was sent as A delegate In
1882 to the Republican natlonal oon-
vention. He served as chairman of

the Reprblizan =tate convention in
1865 1000 and 1908, He had In 1887

been elected Lo the Fiftieth congress
Al was re-elected 8 member of Fifty-
first, Iifty-third, !-‘!ft.\‘-F‘nmI .

He was elected mayor of Utléh,

While he was a member of the honse
of representativeg In 1900 the Republi-
an senntors’ caucis committes Of-
fered bim the positlon of secretary to
the senate and he signified hi: willing.
ness to pccept. Presldent MeKinley a
little later offered him a posl as one
of the apprnlsers of the port of New
Yora, Constituents of hls in the
fnetda:-Herkimer disirict held a mass
meeting and requested him to con-
tinue to represent them In the na-
tonal house of representatives, which
he nceordingly did. While chalrman
of the atate convention fn 1900 Mr.
Sherman was a rival of Theodora
Roosevelt for the vice presidentinl
nominatlnn

The congressman In 1902 was
hoomed the cpeakership of the
honse, but he withdrew his canilidacy
in a letter to his fellow congressmen
of New York, declaring that he did not
wish to jeopardize ths chiances of New
York to eledt a speaker, there being
then two eandidates from the Empire
state in the field. In congress Mr.
sherman vas strongly ldentfied with
Indian affalrs, and at the time of his
alection to the vice pregldency in 1908
was the chalrman of the committes on
Indian affairs.

Mr. Sherman succeeded Represent-
ative Babeock of Wisconsin as chalr-
man of the Repunblican congressional
commities in charge of the eampalgn.
President Roosevelt had suggested
that, as so much was being said In
eriticism of contributions by corpora-
tlons, smaller contributlons shonld be
rought among the people generally and
the future wvice preshlent became
famoiti under the sobriquets of “Dol-
Iar Jim" and “Send Your Dollar, Jim,”
as the solleitor of dollar contributions.

TAFT DEEPLY MOVED

President Hears News of Sherman's
Death at Banguet Table,
President Taft was much affected
rhen he recelved the news of Viea
President Sherman's death. The presi-
fdent was seated at the banquet tabla
in the Thirteenth reglment armory,
Brooklyn, as the chie! guest of the
navy yard employes after the, launches
Ing of the new battleship New Yori.
The message was brought to him by a

secret service man

“Oh, my God!" he exclaimed. Then
he told those nearest to him of the
death of Mr. Sherman. Tears sprung
to his eves. When the navy vard con-
structor finished his speech the presi-
dent arcse and sald:

“My friends, three vears ago, at the
launching of the Florida, you all met
the vice presjdent of the United
Btates. Word has just come to me
that he Is dead. Those who koew
him, loved bim. His death I8 a groat
loss to all. 1 ventitre, therefore, to ask
vou all that this meating be adjourned
In honor of his memory."
